HAVANA, Nov. S3. — The unexpected ar- 


rival here of Captain General Woyler from 
the province of Pinar del Rio, without 
having been successful in bringing about 
an engagement of any importance with 
the insurgents under Antonio Maceo, is 
causing considerable coniment here, and 
there are many rum ors in circulation. On 
one side it is asserted that "Weyler's return 
means that he will shortly raturn to Spain 
on some plea or another. Officially, how- 
ever, this is denied. Indeed, it is given 
out that Weyler will rotur i to tho prov- 
ince of Pinar dsl Bio at once to resume an 
active campaign against the insurgents 
under Maceo. 


In insurgent circles it is said that their 


leaders claim that the return of the cap- 
tain general to Havana without brmginc 
about an engagement with Maceo is 
equivalent to a defs^t of the Spanish j 
forces, for the latter have completely ' 
failed to carry out the program mapped 
out by tho Spanish commander. It is as- 
serted that the plan of Antonio Maceo was 
to avoid a general engagement with the 
Spanish troops, as he feels confident that 
the wearisome campaign being conducted 
by the Cubans must ultimately exhaust 
the Spaniards.

Discussed in the Annual Eeport 
of Secretary Morton, 


W ashington, Nov. 23.—Foorofary Mor­ 
ton in his fourth annual report, just» niiub 
public, Bhow^ that with U^ViOO which 
may bo caved from tho appropriations 
for tho currout fiscal year, thoi'o will 
ha vo boon eovorod hack into tho treas­ 
ury since March 7, 1&J3. over ££.000,WO 
out of total appropriations of 5*11,17J,- 
ao;>.4o. 


That this groat economy was affocted 
without any loss of efficiency ho attributes 
in a largo degree to the! improvement in 
tho porsonnel of tho forio under civil ser­ 
vice rules, which ho doclaros to bo “abso­ 
lutely indispensable to theinnimpnancoof 
an economic and oiilciont administration 
of tho public service. 


To comploto “the already almost perfect 
system of civil servico” in his department 
tho secretary recommends the appoint­ 
ment of a pormanent director in charge of 
buroaus and scientific investigations. The 
chiefs of scient ifio buroaus and their assist­ 
ants, ho declares, aro not adequately com­ 
pensated, and strongly recommends that 
tho salaries of this class of omployoa be 
increased. 


Tho inspection of animals intended for 
food is treated of at length, and stress is 
laid upon tho increased elttciency of tho 
work duo to the extension of civil service 
rules, which has boon very rapid in this 
eorvico. 


Mr. Morton urges strongly that goveru- 
ment inspection should bo extended to 
all animals intondod for hum an food, 
whether for consumption in tho United 
States or abroad. 


Tho cattle and moat trade of Great 
Britain is reviewed at lougth. Of live 
meat arriving in tho United Kingdom 
(luring the first six months of 18i)3, tho 
United States supplied 75 per cent, of tho 
cattle and 4f5 per cent, of tho sheep. 
Tho 
report shows a steadily increasing demand 
in ICngland for American horses. 


Reviewing the work of tho weather 
bureau special stress is laid upon tho 
value of tho many timely storm warnings 
which have boon issued by tho bureau. 


During the year tho department issued 
070 publication?, mainly for gratuitous 
distribution. Tho aggregato number of 
copies printed was 0,501,’700. 
Tho publica­ 
tion work has grown enormously during 
tho past few years, and increased appro­ 
priations m ust bo provided, but tho secre­ 
tary declarers that neithor tho department 
of agriculture nor tho government ilsolf 
can continuo for tho next ilvo years to in­ 
crease its publications for gratuitous dis­ 
tribution in tho Kamo ratio as for tho last 
flvo years without disbursing millions of 
dollars. 


The secretary again takes occasion to 
oxpress his opposition to tho gratuitous 
distribution of seeds, and to express tho 
hopo that tho practice will bo discon­ 
tinued. 


The report concludes with a comprehen­ 
sive review of tho condition of American 
farmers. 


Seventy-two per cent, of the farms in 
tho United States occupied by their own­ 
ers aro absolutely free from mortgages or 
other incumbrances. Tho secretary re­ 
futes tho idea prevailing that tho farms of 
tho west and south aro more hoavily bur- 
donod with mortgages than thoso of the 
east and northeast. States along tho north 
Atlantic, ho says, aro quito heavily inoum- 
berod with farm mortgage«, and Now Jer­ 
sey carrios a debt of this kind greater in 
proportion to its farm valuations than 
any stato in tho Union. 


Tho frequent claim that tho farmers aro 
almost universally in debt, despondent 
and suffering, he declares to bo without 
any foundation, a belittlemont of agricul­ 
ture, and an indignity to overy intelligent 
aud practical farmer. The farmers are 
not mendicants nor wards of tho govern­ 
ment, to be treated to annuities, but tho 
representatives of tho oldest, most honor­ 
able, most essential occupation of tho 
human mco, upon which ail other voca- 
tionsdepond for subsistence and prosperity. 


“Legislation,” he says, “can neithor 
plow nor plant. Tho intelligent, practi­ 
cal and successful farmer needs no aid 
from tho government. Tho ignorant, im­ 
practical and indolent farmer deserves 
nono. It is not the business of tho gov­ 
ernment to legislate in behalf of any class 
of citizens because they aro engaged in 
any specific calling, no m atter how spe- 
ciiic the calling may bo to the needs and 
comforts of civilization. 
Law makors 
cannot erase natural laws nor restrict or 
efface the operation of economic laws.”

P i t t s b u k g , Nov. 25.—Tho differences 
botwoon tho window glass woi’kers and 
tho manufacturers, which has kept tho 
factories of tho country idlo since May 30, 
wore settled at a wago conforonce last 
night, and 15,000 or more men dependent 
on that industry will bo at work again on 
Dec. 15. When the two committees came 
together yesterday aftornoon the m anu­ 
facturers were firm in their determination 
not to pay more than last year’s wages, 
and the workers finally agreed. The scale 
is 10 per cent, below that asked by tho 
union at tho opening of negotiations.

Harnessing tho Bun. 


When we sit in front of a coal lire and 
enjoy Its generous warmth, do we real* 
tze that the heat and light of the bum- 
Ing coal are really sunshine that ha* 
been itored up for o^es? Such Is the 
fact 
Centuries ago the suit fchone on 
the earth, the plants and trees grew, 
fell, and grew again; they were cover­ 
ed by geologic deposit», and acted upon 
by great heat and pressure, until in tho 
courso of years and agi* these broad 
layers of organic matter were trans­ 
formed into coal. Tho coal thug repre- 
iwnts the work done by tho sunshine 
years ago, and when it is burned the 
Imprisoned solar energy is loosened 
again. 


Our system of power production (de- 
pends upon this presence of energy. But 
coal is a w asteful source of energy. 
Even the best engines do not utilize 
over 10 per cent, of tho calculated ener­ 
gy of the heat of coaJ. 
And, beside« 
this, 
it is an inconvenient thing in 
many ways; it has to be mined, freight­ 
ed and stored. 
Can w e not find some 
more economical w ay of using the sun’s 
energy ? 


During the last few years the great 
progress in electrical science has ena­ 
bled man to utilize the solar heat in a 
thriftier way. 
During its day’s work 
the sun draws up a large am ount of 
water from the oceans and damp earth. 
By the action of .its rays plant life flour­ 
ishes, and plants draw from the ground 
andevaporatelntotheair large amounts 
of water. Thus an oak tree of average 
size, 
with 
seven hundred thousand 
leaves, lifts from the earth into the air 
about one hundred and twenty-three 
tons of water during the five months 
it displays its foliage. This evaporated 
water, sooner or later, falls as rain, 
and by the action of gravity begins to 
flow downward. Thus the great rivers 
are fed. 
Round and round incessantly 
goes the water lifted by the tireless sun 
to fall when deserted by him, and again 
to fall and run seaward as long as tf 
may exist upon this earth.

That he 
had the greatest confidence in his son, 
and had no suspicion that he would 
make any statements 01 the Rahter 
drafts to tbe board unless the money 
was there to pay them.

slashing blow from a heavy-backed, 
keen knife takes all the fight out of 
Jack—at one end, at any rate; if it is 
only a young fish, however, the tail is 
grasped by the hand and snipped off 
before he knows that he has lost it. 


By and by those natives who are 


fast to the big fellow call out to their 
comrades that their shark is too big 
to bring alongside and kill, and ask 
for an implement known to whalers as 
a drogue—a flat piece of wood which, 
attached to the end of a line, gives 
such resisting power that the shark or 
whale dragging it behind him is soon 
exhausted. 


So the drogue is passed along from 


another canoe, and being made fast to 
the end of a strong but email line, the 
canoe is carefully hauled up as near as 
possible to savage, struggling Jack. 
At the loose end of the line is a noose, 
and watching a favorable moment as 
Jack lifts his tail out of the water, the 
steersman slips it over, and away goes 
line and drogue, the man who is hold- 
ing on to the main line casting all the 
slack overboard so as to give the 
shark plenty of room to exhaust him- 
self. 


In ten minutes more he is resigned 


to his fate, is clubbed in peace and 
towed ashore—that is, if his friends 
and relatives don't assimilate him un- 
to themselves before his carcass is 
dragged up on to the reef. —London 
Chronicle. 


Led by a Stick. 


It is not generally known that 


among1 the facts which induced Dr. 
Nansen to undertake his expedition to 
the North Pole was the discovery of a 
little piece of wood called the "throw- 
ing-stick." 


Professor J. Murdoch explains what 


a "throwing-stick" is, and how it led 
Dr. Nansen to believe that there was 
a steady current flowing across the 
Pole. 
He defined a "throwing-stick" 


to be a contrivance for casting a jav- 
elin or harpoon, which is employed 
by various savage races, such as the 
Australians, some South American 
tribes, and especially by the Eskimos. 


The patterns of rliTerent countries 


differ from one another, so that a con- 
noisseur can say whether a particular 
"stick" belongs to Greenland, or Hud- 
son Bay, or Alaska. In 188S a curator 
of ti Norwegian scientific society found 
a "throwing-stick" among driftwood 
at 
Godthaab, Greenland, different 


from those used in Greenland, but 
similar to those used in Alaska, and 
practically identical with implements 
employed by natives living near Ber- 
ing Strait. 


The discoverer. Dr. King, set him- 


self the work of finding oat how it 
reached Godthaab. 
It was evident 


that it had not drifted by way of the 
Northwest Passage, for that way is 
barred by such a network of islands 
that the stick would undoubtedly have 
stranded long before it reached Green- 
land. " 


The only reasonable explanation hs 


could give was that tha stick must 
have drifted with the current that sets 
north through Bering Straits into the 
Arctic Ocean. 
On the north of the 


Strait the current moves steadily west- 
ward. 


There the stick must have met the 


current tbat sweeps down between 
Iceland 
and Greenland, and tben 


turned northward again around Cape 
Farewell. ' This theory appealed to 
Dr. Nansen, and ultimately led him to 
form his adventurous plan of trusting 
his little vessel to the current which 
he believed woulii carry bia over the 
Pole.—New Yo:k J 


Facts About L'nmics Stone. 


Pumice, as is well knows, is of 


volcanic origin, being a crachytic lava 
which bos been randered light by the 
escape of gases when in a molten state. 
It is found on most of the shores of the 
Tyrrhenian Sea and elsewhere, but it 
is* at present almost exclusively ob- 
tained from the little island of Lipari. 
Most of the volcanoes of Lipari have 
ejected pnmaceous rocks, but the beet 
stone ia all the product of one moan- 
tain, Monte Chirica, nearly 2000 feet 
in height, v.ith its two accessory 
craters. 
The district in which the 


pumice is excavated covers an area of 
three square zniles. 
It has been cal- 


culated that about one thousand hands 
are engaged in the industry, six hun- 
dred of whom are employed in extri- 
cating the mineral. Pamice is brought 
to the service in large blocks or in 
baskets, acd is carried thus either to 
the neighboring village or to the sea- 
shore to be taken there in boats. The 
supply is said to be practically inex- 
haustible. Pumice is used not merely 
for scouring and cleaning purposes, 
but also for polishing in numerous 
trades, hence the fact that the pow- 
dered pumice exported exceeds in 
weight the black pumice. 
Between 


twenty aad thirty merchants are en- 
gaged in the pumice trade in the 
island.—Boston Cultivator. 


TUBE ROOTS IN WELLS. 


Before digging a well it is well to 


look acd see what kind of trees are 
growing near it. 
Locust trees will 


send their roots a distance of fifteen 
to twenty feet for water, and if a well 
is within that distance they will sure- 
ly get into it if the well is walled with 
stones. In a driven well of course 
the water can only get in at the bot- 
tom, and this is a much better and 
cheaper way of putting down wells 
than the old fashioned one of digging 
out the earth by hand. 


LOOK AFTER THE TEETH. 


The teeth of the horse form the sub- 


ject of a bulletin issued by'the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station of Vir- 
ginia. 
It concludes with tha follow- 


ing practical suggestions: 


"When young colts are troubled 


with indigestion or refuse to suckle. 
look into the condition of their teeth 
and gums. If the gums are inflamed, 
swollen and painful to the touch, 
have them properly lanced. If at the 
age of from two to five years the colt 
refuses to eat, wads his hay an I lets it 
drop, or eats with difficulty, have his 
teeth examined and properly treated 
by a competent veterinarian. 
If the 


eyes become weak and inflamed during 
dentition, the teeth may need the at- 
tention of the veterinary surgeon. If 
the jaws become enlarged, in nine 
cases out of ten the teeth need atten- 
tion. 
If the horse turns his head to 


the side while eating and attempts to 
chew his food on one side, his teeth 
need attention. Wadding the hay and 
dropping it is symptomatic of a long 
tooth, which needs the attpntion of 
the veterinary dentist. 
If the liorse 


gradually loses flesh without any ap- 
parent cause, although well cared for, 
the teeth are probably at fault. It 
the horse slobbers while driving and 
pulls viciously on the bit, look to the 
teeth; many 'pullers' are made so for 
the want of proper denial attention. 
Carrying the head to one side while 
being driven is frequently sympto- 
matic of a faulty condition of the 
teeth, which is relieved by a few min- 
utes' work of the veterinary surgeon." 


SELECTING SEED CORN. 


The usual method of selecting corn 


for seed is to pick out the best ears, 
either at the time of husking or when 
wanted to plant, writes S. M. Harris, 
of Monroe County, New York. 
This 


is better than no selecting at all, but 
does not necessarily give the best corn 
for the purpose for which it is in- 
tended. 


We take great pains to breed horses, 


cows, sheep, etc., from animals that 
nearest approach the type we desire to 
produce, and in the case of cows, for 
instance, we breed from those individ- 
uals which show the greatest tendency 
to produce milk. The law of nature 
that like produces like applies to plants 
as well as to animals. It we want sheep 
to produce twins we must breed from 
eheep that are themselves twins, or 
which show a tendency to produce such. 
It is the same, I think, with corn. If 
we want corn to produce two or three 
ears to a stalk we must plant seed from 
stalks that produce more than one ear. 


Before the corn is cut I go over the 


field and select out such stalks as come 
nearest to my ideal. I want corn to 
not only produce two good ears to a 
stalk, but also to have a strong, vig- 
orous stalk, with good, large leaves, 
and to have a tendency to ripen the 
ccrn early. The ears also must be of 
good length and well filled out. 
It is hardly possible 
to 
select 


corn with all these characteristics 
after the crop is cut. It is therefore 
much better to do so before cutting 
the crop. If the work is done faith- 
fully every year the corn will steadily 
improve. I now have a strain of yel- 
low flint corn that has such a strong 
tendency to produce ears that I often 
find stalks with five or six ears on 
them. Of course, when there are so 
many as this, not more than one or 
two are of any size. Three ears are 
about all that a stalk can mature un- 
der ordinary circumstances, and two 
ears are better, unless the land is very 
rich. In selecting seed corn I should 
choose ears from stalks that produced 
as many ears as can be found. There 
is no dacger of getting too many. 


One common thing about corn is 


that on poor land the stalk will not 
produce as many ears as on rich land. 
This is a fortunate provision of na- 
ture that provides taat corn shall not 
produce more seed than it can bring 
to maturity. If, on the other hand, 
you have a strain of corn that has a 
strong tendency to produce ears, and 
plant it on land made rich enough to 
stand the drain upon it, each stalk 
will produce all the ears it can mature, 
and a larger crop results. 


To get the best results the corn 


should not be planted closer than 
2jx3 feet apart and the stalks one 
foot apflTt in the rows,—Xew York 
Tribune. 


THICKEN CHOLERA. 


Chicken cholera is a contagious, in- 


fectious and malignant disease of 
poultry and barnyard fowls, affecting 
any or all of the organs of the diges- 
tive apparatus, and due to a certain 
bacillus, or fungus, which the birds 
receive either in their food or from 
the droppings of other affected fowls. 


The disease seems to affect all fowls. 


Some suffer more severely than others, 
but it may safely be said that none 
are immune. Probably chickens are 
the most readily affected, and the dis- 
ease runs in them a severe course. 
The higher bred birds, which are the 
Minorca?, Light 
Brahmas, 
Barred 


Plymouth Eocks and.the Wyandottes, 
succumb most readily. A serious mis- 
take of chicken fanciers is in in- 
breeding their stock too closely. The 
practice produces birds which will 
contract any disease or ailment Ao 
which poultry are heirs. 
tf 


The causes of chicken cholera are 


predisposing, or are active. The pre- 
disposing causes may be said to~be ex- 
posure to the disease, close breeding, 
confinement in unheathful houses, 
roup, a continued diet of unspecified 
food, and a lack of exercise. 
While 


the predisposing causes do not of 
themselves introduce the 
cholera 


germ into the system, they render the 
fowl so susceptible that it is ready to 
receive and to assimilate any poison. 


The active cause of chicken cholera 


is the introduction of the gorra into 
the system. Tho period of incubation, 
however, varies considerably. 
The 


common fowl will keep perfectly well 
a long time, while the beautiful Min- 
orca or the Lam>shan will succumb in 
a few days. Once established, the dis- 
ease runs a rapid course. 


Chicken cholera is most common in 


southern countries, particularly where 
there is » rainy season, The fowls are 
continually penned up, they get little 
or no exerciso, and their food becomes 
damp and musty. In winter, in cold 
climates, when the poultry is housed 
during: a snow storm, their food should 
be buried so that they will get suffi- 
cient exercise by scratching for it, and 
it should be scattered about in clean 
hay or straw. With the first symptom 
of cholera the chicken steals oft by 
itself, or remains in the hennery after 
the other chickens have gone out. 
It 


will try to isolate itself completely. If 
food be brought to it it will eat, but it 
will not mingle with the flock. The 
bird's eyes grow dull and listless ; the 
comb has a dull, purplish tinge, gradu- 
ally becoming gray. The plumage is 
dull and rufflecf. 
If the fowl be lifted, 


it is startling to note .its lightness. 
On the second or third day a diarrhoea 
begins, which gradually, becomes gray 
in color. It is a singular fact that a 
hen affected with cholera is invariably 
covered with lice. Some, writers de- 
clare that chicken cholera is only a 
combination of lice and -indigestion. 


The vermin are doubtless a means 


of spreading the cohtagiop, and, as 
the fowl has not the strength to resist 
them, they make a combined attack on 
the sick bird. 


The disease »vill run for three or 


four days before the relief of death. 
In some cases, the diarrhoea will abate 
at the end ot the second day, and the 
bird will be on the high road to re- 
covery ; but not until it is practically 
well, will it rejoin the flock. Then 
again, the disease may come on more 
quickly and be more violent. 
During 


an outbreak of cholera it is not un- 
common to see the entire flock per- 
fectly well in the morning, and at 
least one-fourth of the number dead 
by night. 


The treatment of chicken cholera 


must be preventive rather than cura- 
tive. As soon as r. sick bird is discov- 
ered it must be removed from the 
dock; or, better still, the healthy 
birds should be removed. The chol- 
era germs are likely to be everywhere 
in the chicken house, and insects are 
the most common carriers. When the 
flock has been removed, examine the 
food carefully, and feed only what 
you are sure is the best quality. Add 
five drops of cresote, or carbolic acid, 
to one quart of boiled water, and do 
oct allow the poultry to drink from 
anything but a strictly clean tin, or 
porcelain vessel. Disinfect the hen- 
nery and tte roosts. 


The diseased poultry should be 


placed in houses that are clean, dry, 
Hght and are free from draughts. 
Cholera is unknown where chickens 
have the best hygienic surroundings. 
A small bit of pine tnr placed under 
the bird's wings will drive off the in- 
sects. Give the birds nothing but the 
creosote water to drink and boiled 
meal and crashed wheat as food. A 
little crushed onion, or asafoetida, 
that is boiled with the meal and wheat 
will make the food even more soothing 
to the irritated bowel?.—Poultry Fan- 
cier.

Littlestown 'Bank Case. 


The case of the Littlestown Savings 
Institution vs. James A. LeFevre, ex- 
treasurer of tho bank,was attached in 
court at Gettysburg ou Thursday. 
Tho suit is to test the validity of a 
note for $5,000, given to the bank by 
Mr LeFevre, on which execution was 
issued but which was stayed. 


Mr. LeFovre claims that the nolo 
wus given to assist in making good 
the impaired capital stock of the bank, 
and, wus afterward held as collateral 
on certaiu notes of his unsecured. 
The bank claims the $5,000 judgment 
was given to meet loses incurred by 
reckless dealings of Mr. LeFevre, as 
Treasurer, and bid son, Walter M. Le- 
Fovre, assistant treasurer. 


Mr. LeFevre testified that for 28 
years ho had been in the bank, his 
son Walter assisting him for 8 or 10 
years, and doiug most of the business. 
He told of the examiner’s detection of 
the overdrafts of $21,000 on F. Raht- 
er’s account, of his son turning over 
to the dirtotors $1200 of his own 86-. 
curiiies, of the directors putting up 
$7050 to make the capital good; that 
he was asked by the board to give' 
this note of $5000 for the same pur­ 
pose, bcing*6sured it would not cost 
him a cent; that the money advanced 
would all be paid back,that the money 
advanced by the directors was repaid 
to them with interest. 


On cross-exhminatiou, Mr. LeFovre 
testified that the board asked for his 
resignation. That $12,000 of the Rah- 
ter paper had been paid and that $9,- 
000 had been sued for,but that it was 
thought to be uncollectable. That ho 
had the greatest confidence in his son, 
and had no suspicion that he would 
make any statements of the Rahter 
drafts to the board unless the money 
was there to pay them. Rnhter drew 
$36,000 in sixteen days. 
Walter pre 
sented the statements to the board. 
Don’t remember paying a cent to Rah­ 
ter myself. 
The $5000 note was giv­ 
en on the assurance that ho would 
be repaid; 
that it was a tempo* 
rary matter simply to make good the 
impaired capital stock. 


The trial ended on Monday even­ 
ing, and the jury rendered a sealed 
verdict Tuesday morning for defend­ 
ant generally. 
A motion for a new 
trial was made by counsel for the 
bank.

Meanwhile, every other canoe has 
t f*»t to a shark, and now there is 
lid olainor and much bad language 
the lines get foul and canoes bang 
d thump against each other. 
Per» 
apa four or five will be iu u lump, to­ 


gether with one or two sharks lashing 
the water into loam in the center, and 
turning over and over with lightning- 
like rapidity in the hope of parting 
the lino or smashing the outrigger. 
This latter is uofc a nice thing to hap­ 
pen, and so tho club men anxiously 
watch for a chance to deal tho strug­ 
gling brutes a blow on the head. 


Often this is not easily eliected, and 
ofteu, too, it is not needed, for the 
shark may let his tail come within the 
reach of the steersman^ arm, and a 
slashing blow from a heavy-backed, 
keen knife takes all the fight out of 
Jack—at one end, at any rate; if it is 
only a young fish, however, the tail is 
grasped by the haud and snipped oil 
before he knows that he has lost it. 


By and hy those natives who aro 
fast to the big fellow call out to their 
comrades that their shark is too big 
to bring alongside and kill, and ask 
for an implement known to whalers as 
a drogue—a fiat piece of wood which, 
attached to the end of a line, gives 
such resisting power that the shark or 
whale dragging it behind him is soon 
exhausted. 


So the drogue is passed along from 
another canoe, and being made fast to 
the end of a strong but small line, the 
canoe is carefully hauled up as near as 
possible to savage, struggling Jack. 
At the loose end of the line is a noose, 
and watching a favorable moment as 
Jack lifts his tail out of the water, the 
steersman slips it over, and away goes 
line and drogue, the man who is hold­ 
ing on to the main line casting all the 
slack overboard so as to give the 
shark plenty of room to exhaust him­ 
self. 


In ten minutes more he is resigned 
to his fate, is clubbed in peace and 
towed ashore—that is, if his friends 
and relatives don’t assimilate him un­ 
to themselves before his carcass is 
dragged up on to the reef.—London 
Chronicle. 


Led by a Slick. 


It is not generally known 
that 
among the facts which induced Dr. 
Nansen to undertake his expedition to 
the North Pole was the discovery of a 
little piece of wood called the “ fchrow- 
ing-stick. ” 


Professor J. Murdoch explains what 
a “ throwing-stick” is, and how it led 
Dr. Nansen to believe that there was 
a steady current flowing across tho 
Pole. 
He defined a “ throwing-stick” 
to be a contrivance for casting a jav­ 
elin or harpoon, which is employed 
by various sarage races, such as the 
Australians, some 
South 
American 
tribes, and especially by the Eskimos. 


The patterns of different countries 
differ from one another, so that a con­ 
noisseur can say whether a particular 
“ stick” belongs to Greenland, or Hud­ 
son Bay, or Alaska. 
In 1888 a curator 
of a Norwegian scientific society found 
a “ throwing-stick” among driftwood 
at 
Godthaab, Greenland, different 
from those used in Greenland, but 
similar to those used in Alaska, and 
practically identical with implements 
employed by natives living near Ber­ 
ing Strait* 


The discoverer, Dr. Ring, set him­ 
self the work of finding oat how it 
reached Godthaab. 
It was evident 
that it had not drifted by way of the 
Northwest Passage, for that way is 
barred by such a network of islands 
that the stick would undoubtedly havo 
stranded long before it reached Green­ 
land.* 


The only reasonable explanation as 
could give was that the stick muet 
have drifted with the current that sets 
north through- Bering Straits into tho 
Arctic Ocean. 
On the north of the 
Strait the current moves steadily west­ 
ward. 


There the stick must have met the 
current tbat sweeps down between 
Iceland 
and 
Greenland, and tben 
turned northward again around Cape 
Farewell. * This theory appealed to 
Dr. Nansen, and ultimately led him to 
form his adventurono plan of trusting 
his little vessel to the current which 
he believed would carry him over the 
Pole.—New York Journal.

Facts About I'umics Stone. 


Pumice, as is well known, is of 
volcanic origin, being a crachytic lava 
which has been rsnuered light by the 
escape of gases when in a molten state. 
It is found on most of the shores of the 
Tyrrhenian Sea and elsewhere, but it 
is* at present almost exclusively ob­ 
tained from the little island of Lipari. 
Most of the volcanoes of Lipari have 
ejected pumaceous rock3, but the beet 
stone is all the product of one moun­ 
tain, Monte Chirica, nearly 2000 feet 
in height, 
with its 
two 
accessory 
craters. 
The district in which the 
pumice is excavated covers an area of 
three square miles, 
It has been cal­ 
culated that about one thousand hands 
are engaged in the industry, six hun» 
dred of whom are employed in extri­ 
cating the mineral. Pumice is brought 
to the service in large blocks or in 
baskets, and is carried thus either to 
the neighboring village or to the sea­ 
shore to be taken there in boats. The 
supply is said to be practically inex­ 
haustible, 
Pumice is used not merely 
for scouring and cleaning purposes, 
but also for polishing in numerous 
trades, hence the fact that the pow­ 
dered pumice exported exceeds in 
weight the black pumice. 
Between 
twenty and thirty merchants are en­ 
gaged in the pumice trade in the 
island.—Boston Cultivator, 


TREE ROOTS IK WELLS. 


Before digging a well it is well to 
look and see what kind of trees are 
growing near it. 
Locust trees will 
send their roots a distance of fifteen 
to twenty feet for water, and if a well 
is within that distance they will sure­ 
ly get into it if the well is walled with 
stones. 
In a driven well of course 
the water can only get in at the bot­ 
tom, and this is a much better and 
cheaper way of putting down wells 
than the old fashioned one of digging 
out the earth bv hand. 


LOOK AFTER THE TEETH. 


The teeth of the horse form tho sub­ 
ject of a bulletin issued by the Agri­ 
cultural Experiment Station of Vir­ 
ginia. 
It concludes with the follow­ 
ing practical suggestions: 


•‘When young colts aro troubled 
with indigestion or refuse to suckle, 
look into the condition of their teeth 
and gums. 
If the gums are inflamed, 
swollen and painful to the touch, 
have them properly lanced. 
If at the 
age of from two to five years the colt 
refuses to eat, wads his hay an i lets it 
drop, or eats with difficulty, have his 
teeth examined and properly treated 
>y a competent veterinarian. 
If the 
eyes become weak and inflamed during 
dentition, the teeth may need the at­ 
tention of the veterinary surgeon. 
If 
the jaws become enlarged, in nine 
cases out of ten tho teeth need atten­ 
tion. 
If the horse turns his head to 
the side while eating and attempts to 
chew his food on one side, his teeth 
need attentiou. Wadding the hay and 
dropping it is symptomatic of a long 
tooth, which needs the attention of 
the veterinary dentist. 
If the horse 
gradually loses flesh without any ap­ 
parent cause, although well cared for, 
the teeth are probably at fault. 
.If 
the horse slobbers whiie driving and 
pulls viciously on the bit, look to the 
teeth; m an y ‘pullers’ are made so for 
the want of proper dental attention. 
Carrying the head to one side while 
being driven 
is frequently sympto­ 
matic of a faulty condition of the 
teeth, which is relieved by a few min­ 
utes* work of the veterinary surgeon.” 


SELECTING SEED CORN. 


The usual method of selecting corn 
for seed is to pick out the best ears, 
either at the time of husking or when 
wanted to plant, writes S. M. Harris, 
of Monroe County, New York. 
This 
is better than no selecting at all, but 
does not necessarily give the best corn 
for the purpose for which it is in­ 
tended. 


We take great pains to breed horses, 
cows, sheep, etc., from animals that 
nearest approach the type we desire to 
produce, and in the case of cows, for 
instance, we breed from those individ­ 
uals which show the greatest tendency 
to produce milk. 
The law of nature 
that like produces like applies to plants 
as well as to animals. It we want sheep 
to produce twins we must breed from 
sheep that aro themselves twins, or 
which »how a tejidency to produce such. 
It is the same, I think, with corn. 
If 
we want corn to produce two or three 
ears to a stalk we must plant seed from 
stalks that produce more than one ear. 


Before the corn is cut I go over the 
field and select out such stalks as come 
nearest to my ideal. 
I want corn to 
not only produce two good ears to a 
stalk, but also to have a, strong, vig­ 
orous stalk, with good, large leaves, 
and to have a tendency to ripen tho 
ccrn early. 
The ears also muet be of 
good longth and well filled out. 
It is hardly 
possible 
to 
select 
corn with 
all theso choracterintics 
after tho crop is cut. 
It is therefore 
much better to do so beforo cutting 
the crop. 
If the work is done faith­ 
fully every year the corn will «teadily 
improve. 
I now have a strain of yel­ 
low flint corn that has such a strong 
tendency to produce ears that I often 
find stalks with five or six ears on 
them. 
Of course, when there are so 
many as this, not more than one or 
two are of any size. 
Three ear3 are 
about all that a stalk can mature un­ 
der ordinary circumstances, and two 
ears are better, unless the land is very 
rich. 
In selecting seed corn I should 
choose ears from stalks that produced 
as many ears as can be found. 
There 
is no danger of getting too many. 


One common thing about corn is 
that on poor land the stalk will not 
produce as many ears as on rich land. 
This is a fortunate provision of na­ 
ture that provides that corn shall not 
produce more seed than it can bring 
to maturity. 
If, on the other hand, 
you have a strain of corn that has a 
strong tendency to produce earn, and 
plant it on land made rich enough to 
stand the drain upon it, each stalk 
will produce all the ears it can mature, 
and a larger crop results. 


To get the best results the corn 
should not be planted closer than 
2jx3 feet apart and the stalks one 
foot apart in the rows.—New York 
Tribune. 


CHICKEN OnOLERA. 


Chickoh cholera is a contagious, in­ 
fectious and malignant disease 
of 
poultry uud barnyard fowls, affeoting 
any or all of tho organs of tho diges­ 
tive apparatus, and due to a certain 
bacillus, or fungus, which tho birds 
receive either in their food or from 
the droppings of other affected fowls. 


The disease seems to affect all fowls. 
Somo suffer more severely than others, 
but it may safely be said that none 
are immune. 
Probably chickens aro 
the most readily affected, and the dis­ 
ease runs in them ft severe course. 
The higher bred birds, which aro the 
Minoreas, Light Brahmas, 
Barred 
Plymouth Rocks and tho Wyaudottes, 
succumb most readily. A serious mis­ 
take of chicken fanciers is in in- 
breeding their stock too closely. The 
practice produces birds which will 
contract any disease or ailmont vto 
which poultry are heirs. 


The causes of chicken cholera are 
predisposing, or aro aotive. 
The pre­ 
disposing causes may be said to be ex­ 
posure to the disease, close breeding, 
confinement 
in unheathful houses, 
roup, a continued diet of unspecified 
food, and a lack of exercise. 
While 
tho predisposing causes do not of 
themselves introduce 
the 
cholera 
germ into the system, they render the 
fowl so susceptible that it is ready to 
receive and to assimilate any poison. 


The active cause of chicken cholera 
is the introduction of tho gorm into 
the system. Tho period of incubation, 
however, varies considerably. 
Tho 
common fowl will keep perfectly well 
a long time, while tho beautiful Min­ 
orca or the Langshan will succumb in 
a few days. 
Once established, tho dis­ 
ease runs a rapid course. 


Chicken cholera is most common in 
southern countries, particularly whero 
there is a rainy season, 
The fowls are 
continually penned up, they get little 
or no exerciao, and their food becomes 
damp and musty. 
In winter, in cold 
climates, when tho poultry is housed 
during a snow storm, their food should 
be buried so that they will get suffi­ 
cient exercise by scratching for it, and 
it should be scuttered about in clean 
hay or straw. 
With the first symptom 
of cholera the chicken steals oil by 
itself, or remains in the hennery after 
the other chickens have gone out. 
It 
will try to isolate itself completely. If 
food be brought to it it will eat, but it 
will not minglo with the flock. 
The 
bird’s eyes grow dull and listless ; the 
comb has a dull, purplish tinge, gradu­ 
ally becoming gray. 
The plumage is 
dull and ruffled. 
If the fowl be lilted, 
it is startling to notp .its lightness. 
On the second or third day a diarrhoea 
begins, which gradually becomes gray 
m color. 
It is a singular fact that a 
hen affected with cholera is invariably 
covered with lice. 
Some.writers de- 
elaro that chicken cholera’ is only a 
combination of lice and -indigestion. 


Tho vermin are doubtless a means 
of spreading the contagion, and, as 
the fowl has not the strength to resist 
them, thev make a combined attack on 
r 


the 6ick bird. 


The disease <vill run for tlireo or 
four days before the relief of death. 
In some cases, the diarrhoea will abate 
at the end ot tho second day, and the 
bird will be on the high road to re­ 
covery; but not until it is practically 
well, will it rejoin the flock. 
Then 
again, the disease may come on moro 
quickly and be moro violent. 
During 
an outbreak of cholera it is not un­ 
common to see the entire flock per­ 
fectly well in the morning, and at 
least one-fourth o* the number dead 
by night. 


The treatment of chicken cholera 
must be preventive rather than cura­ 
tive. 
As soon as a sick bird is discov­ 
ered it must be removed from the 
flock; or, better still, the healthy 
birds should be removed. 
The chol­ 
era germs aro likely to be everywhere 
in tho chicken house, and insects are 
the most common carriers. 
When the 
flock has been removed, examine the 
food carefully, and feed only what 
you are sure is the best quality. 
Add 
five drops of cresote, or carbolic acid, 
to one quart of boiled water, and do 
net allow the poultry to drink from 
anything but a strictly clean tin, or 
porcelain vessel, 
Disinfect the hen­ 
nery and the roosts, 


The diseased poultry should bo 
placed in houses that are clean, dry, 
light and are free from draughts. 
Cholera is unknown where chickens 
have the best hygienic surroundings, 
A small bit of pine tar placed under 
the bird’s wings will drive off the in­ 
sects. 
Give the birds nothing but the 
creosote water to drink and boiled 
meal and crushed wheat as food. 
A 
little crushed onion, or asafoetida, 
that is boiled with the meal and wheat 
will make the food even more soothing 
to the irritated bowels.—Poultry Fan­ 
cier,

Bo it onactod and Ordnined bv tho Burgess 
and Town Council of tho Borouph of New Ox­ 
ford and it is hereby enacted and ordained by 
authority of tho same:— 


Skotion I. That permission bo granted to tho 
Adams County Telophono Company to erect, put 
up and maintain in the streets and alloys of tho 
Borough of Now Oxford, its, tho said Company’s 
necessary poles and wires for tho purposo of op­ 
erating a Telephone lino, subject to tho follow­ 
ing conditions and restrictions: 


Section II. That tho poles of tho said Com- 
J)any shall bo straight and woll planted, as ncar- 
y perpendicular as may be,on tho outside of nnd 
dloso to tho curb-line. All tho wires to be main­ 
tained at a height of not less than twenty (20) 
foot above tho grade of tho street or alloy in. 
which they may bo placcd. 


Section III, That in putting up its poles, tho 
said Company shall plant them only at such 
places as tho Street Committee of tho Council of 
said Borough shall designate, approve and di­ 
rect. 
Section IV. That said Company shall not 
erect or plant in any Street or Alley of said Bor­ 
ough any polo or construction of any kind in 
front of any show window, cellar door or coal- 
chuto, nor in any manner that may obstruct or 
in any way hinder tho convenient use of any 
building or lot, or any street or alloy in tho said 
Borough, 


Section V. That when it may become neces­ 
sary for said Company to dig up any part oi any 
street or alloy in said Borough for tho planting 
of any polo or other necessity or convenience, 
tho said Company shall immediately repair that 
part of such street or alley thus dug up or other­ 
wise obstructed and put it in such condition as 
shall meet with tho anproval of the Street Com­ 
mittee of tho Council of said Borough. 


Section VI. That whon in tho judgment of 
tho Burgess and Town Council of the said Bor­ 
ough, it shall appear that any polo erected by 
tho said Company in any of tho streets and alleys 
of tho said Borough has bccomo dofective.or 
stands in tho way of any necessary improvement, 
or that the wiros% shall at any time bo deemed 
oo low, tho said liurgoss and Town Council 
shall have the right at any time and at all times, 
by resolution or ordinance, to rcquiro the re­ 
moval or replacing of the poles or tho raising of 
tho wires higher than the above specified height 
of twenty (20) foot; and should tho said Company 
not remove or’ replace said poles or wires as 
aforesaid, it having first boon duly notified, for. 
a space or period of twenty (20) days, then the 
said Burgess and Town Council aro hereby 
authori&od and empowered to remove or replace 
said polo or poles and said wire or wires as 
aforesaid at tho expense of the said Company, 
or tho said Company shall bo subject to a penalty 
of not less than five (5) dollars, nor moro than 
twenty (20) dollars, or I’oth. or either, at the op­ 
tion of the said Burgess or Town Council of tho 
said Borough, to bo reebvored as similar penal­ 
ties aro now by law recoverable. 


Section VII. That should Company or per­ 
son or persons in the employ of said Company 
refuse or neglect to comply with the provisions 
oi this ordinance or violate or oirend against any 
of its provisions, tho said Compaay shall forfeit 
and pay a fine of not less than tcrt (lu) dollars or 
more than twenty (20) dollars tor each offense* 
said fines to bo recovered as similar fines aro now 
by law recoverable. 


Section VIII, That tho provisions of this or­ 
dinance shall not go into effect unless tho same 
shall bo accented by tho Board of directors of 
tho said Adams County Telephone Company 
within one month of the date of the passage of 
this ordinance; such acceptance to bo ontorod 
Upon their minutes and a duly certified copy bo 
delivered to tho said Burgess and Town Council. 


Section IX. That it at tho oxpiration of one 
(1) year from the date of tho passage of this Or­ 
dinance tho said Company shall not have its 
plant in operation in Now Oxford then all rights 
and privileges hereby granted shall cease and bo 
at an end. 


Section X, That tho said Adams County Tel­ 
ephone Company shall not begin work on any 
part of its plant or system in said Borough until 
it, the said Company, shall have first given a 
bond in tho sum of five hundred (ftuuj dollars to 
tho said Burgess and Town Council of tho said 
Borough, indemnifying it, tho said Borough 
ogninst any suit or suit« that may bo brought 
against it, tho said borough, on account or by 
reason of any right or rj&hts granted to any oth­ 
er Telophono Company.

Why. there 
Is a weak spot in tlio wool which was 
made during those months.

which affects the gmwth of the sheep, 
whether prolonsed dry weather in the 
summer or disease or want of food in 
the winter, will show In the wool just 
as accurately as the heat or cold is 
shown In a thermometer." 
^ "The wool business," he co;itInucd, 
is like every other; It is full of little 
details that are surprising to an out- 
sider. 
You ask any wool dealer who 
has ever handled New England wool 
and he will tell you tho clippings of 
sheep from the same breed on oppo- 
site sides of the Connecticut River, one 
in Nev.' Hampshire and tlie other in 
Vermont, differ from each other. 
On 
one side of the river is a granite soil 
and on the other a limestone soil, and 
tho dlfforonce in grass grown on these 
two soils makes a diffei-once In the 
wool. Now, the rich black prairies of 
Illinois make a wool from tho .same 
family of sheep which is quite a little 
coai-ser than the wool of the sheeji 
grown on the finer grass of Ohio and 
Pennsylvania.

The case of theLittlestnwn Savings 
Institution vs. James A. LeFevre, ex- 
treasurer of tho bank,was attached in 
court at Gettysburg on Thursday. 
Tho suit is to test the validity of a 
note for $5,000, given to the bank by 
Mr LeFt-vre, on which execution was 
issued but which was stayed. 


Mr. LeFovre claims that the nolo 
was given to assist in making good 
tho impaired capital stock of the bank, 
and wiis afterward held as collateral 
on 
certain notes of his ungocured. 
The bank claims the $5,000 judgment 
was given to meet loses incurred by 
reckless dealings of Mr. LeFevre, as 
Treasurer, and his son, Walter M. Le- 
Fevre, assistant treasurer. 


Mr. LeFevre testified that for 28 
years ho had been in the bank, his 
son Walter assisting him for 8 or 10 
years, and doing most of the business. 
He told of the examiner's detection of 
the overdrafts of $21.000 on F. Raht- 
er's account, of his son turning over 
to the directors $1200 of his own 86 
curiiic's, of the directors putting up 
$7050 to make the capital good; that 
he was asked by the board to ^ive' 
this note of $5000 for the same pur- 
pose, being:«ssured it would not cost 
him a cent; that the money advanced 
would all be paid back,that the money 
advanced by the directors was repaid 
to them with interest. 


On cross-exhmination, Mr. LeFovre 
testified that the board asked for his 
resignation. That $12,000 of the Rah- 
ter paper had been paid and that $9,- 
000 had been sued fur,but that it was 
thought to be uncollectable. That he 
had the greatest confidence in his son, 
and had no suspicion that he would 
make any statements of the Rahter 
drafts to the board unless the money 
was there to pay them. 
Rahter drew 
$36,000 in sixteen days. 
Walter pre 
sented the statements to the board. 
Don't remember paying a cent to Rah- 
ter myself. 
The $5000 note was g i v 
en on the assurance that ho would 
be 
repaid; 
that it was a 
tempo- 
rary matter simply to make good the 
impaired capital stock. 


The trial ended on Monday even- 
ing, and the jury rendered a sealed 
verdict Tuesday morning for defend- 
ant generally. 
A motion for a new 
trial was made by counsel for the 
bank.

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TREE ROOTS IN WELLS, 


Before digging a well it is well to 
look and see what kind of trees are 
growing near it. 
Locust trees will 
Bond their roots a distance of fifteen 
to twenty feet for water, and if a well 
is within that distance they will sure- 
ly get into it if the well is walled with 
stones. 
In a driven well of oourso 
the water can only get in at the bot- 
tom, and this is a much better and 
cheaper way of putting down wells 
than the old fashioned one of digging 
out the earth by hand. 


Led by a Slick. 


It is not generally known 
that 
among the facts which induced Dr. 
Nansen to undertake his expedition to 
the North Pole was the discovery o[ a 
little piece of wood called the '^throw- 
ing-stick." 
, 


Professor J. Murdoch explains what 
a ^'throwing-stick'* is, and how it led 
Dr. Nansen to believe that there was 
a steady current flowing across tho 
Pole. 
He defined a ''throwiag-otick" 
to be a contrivance for casting a jav 
elin or harpoon, which is employed 
by various sarage races, such as the 
Australians, some South 
American 
tribes, and especially by the Eskimos. 


The patterns of dii^rent countries 
differ from one another, so that a con- 
uoisseur can say whether a particular 
''stick'' belongs to Greenland, or Hud- 
son Bay, or Alaska. 
In 1886 a curator 
of a Norwegian scientific society found 
a '»throwing-stick" among driftwood 
at 
Godihaab, Greenland, different 
from those used in Greenland, but 
similar to those used in Alaska, and 
practically identical with implements 
employed by natives living near Ber- 
ing Strait» 


The discoverer. Dr. Ring, set him 
self the work of tlndiug oat how it 
reached Godthaab. 
It was evident 
that it had not drifted by way of the 
Northwest Passage, for that way is 
b a r r e d by such a network of islands 
that the stick would undoubtedly have 
straaded long before it reached Green 
land.'

The only reasonable explanation as 


could give was that tha stick muet 
have drifted with the current that sets 
north through Bering Btraits into tho 
Arctic Ocean. 
On the north of the 
Strait the current moves steadily west 
ward. 


There the stick must have me. the 
current that sweeps down between 
Iceland 
and 
Greenland, and 
tben 
turned northward again around Cape 
Farewell. ' This theory appealed to 
Dr. Nansen, and ultimately led him to 
form his adventurous plan of trusting 
his little vessel to the current which 
he believed wouhl carry him over the 
Pole.—New Yozk Taurnal. 


LOOK AFTER THE 
TEETH. 


The teeth of the horse form the sub- 
ject of a bulletin issued by the Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station of Vir- 
ginia. 
It concludes with the follow- 
ing practical suggestions : 


"When young colts are troubled 
with indigestion or refuse to suckle, 
look into the condition of their teeth 
and gums. 
If the gums are inflamed, 
swollen and painful to the touch, 
have them properly lanced. 
If at the 
age of from two to live years the colt 
refuses to eat, wads his hay un 1 lets it 
drop, or eats with diificulty, have his 
teeth esamined and properly treated 
a competent veterinarian. 
If the 
eyes become weak and inflamed during 
dentition, thb teeth may need the at- 
tention of the veterinary surgeon. _ If 
the jaws become enlarged, in nine 
cases out of ten tho teeth need atten- 
tion. 
If the horse turns his head to 
the side while eating and attempts to 
chew his food on one side, his teeth 
need attention. Wadding the hay and 
dropping it is symptomatic of a long 
tooth, which needs the attpntion of 
the veterinary dentist. 
It' the horse 
gradually loses flesh without any ap- 
parent cause, although M^ell cared for, 
tho teeth are probably at fault. 
If 
the horse slobbers while driving and 
pulls viciously on the bit, look to the 
teeth ; many'pullers' aro made so for 
the want of proper denial attention. 
Carrying the head to one side while 
being driven 
is frequently sympto- 
matic of a faulty condition of the 
teeth, which is relieved by a few min- 
utes' work of the veterinary surgeon." 


Fads About I'umica Stone. 


Pumice, as is wull known, is of 
volcanic origin, being a crachytic lava 
which h'ls been ranaered light by the 
escape of gases wLeu i n a molten state. 
It is found on most of the shores of the 
Tvrrheniau Sea and elsewhere, but it 
is' at present almost exclusively ob- 
tained from tho little inland oi Lipari. 
Moät of tho volcanoes of Lipari have 
ejected pumaceous rocks, but the beet 
stone ie all the product of one moun- 
tain, Monte Ohirica, nearly 2000 feet 
in height, 
v/ith its 
two 
accessory 
craters. 
The district in which the 
pumice is excavated covers an area of 
three square miles, 
It has been cal- 
culated that about one thousand hands 
are engaged in the industry, six hun- 
dred of whom are employed in extri- 
cating the mineral. Pumice is brought 
to tho service in large blocks or in 
baskets, and is carried thus either to 
the neighboring village or to tho sea- 
shore to be taken there in boats. The 
supply is said to be jjractically inex- 
haustible. 
Pumice is used not merely 
for scouring and cleaning purposes, 
but also for polishing in numerous 
trades, hence the fact that the pow^ 
dered pumice exported exceeds in 
weight the black pumice. 
Between 
twenty and thirty merchants are en- 
gaged in the pumice trade in the 
iBland.—Boöton Oultivatur. 


SELECTING SEED CORN. 


The usual method of selecting corn 
for seed is to pick out the best ears, 
either at the time of husking or when 
wanted to plant, writes S. M. Harris, 
of Monroe County, New York. 
This 
is better than no selecting at all, but 
does not necessarily give the best corn 
for the purpose for which it is in- 
tended. 


We take great pains to breed horses, 
cows, sheep, etc., from animals that 
nearest approach the type we desire to 
produce, and in the case of cows, for 
instance, we breed from those individ- 
uals which show the greatest tendency 
to produce milk. 
The law of nature 
that like produces like applies to plants 
as well as to animals. It we want sheep 
to produce twins we must breed from 
sheep that aro themselves twins, or 
which show a tendency to produce such. 
It is the same, I think, with corn. 
If 
we want corn to produce two or three 
ears to a stalk we must plant seed from 
stalks that produce more than one ear. 


Before the corn is cut I go over the 
field and select out such stalks as come 
nearest to my ideal. 
I want corn to 
not only produce two good ears to a 
stalk, but also to have a strong, vig- 
orous stalk, with good, large leaves, 
and to have a tendency to ripen tho 
ccrn early. 
The ears also must be of 
good 
length 
and 
well tilled out. 
It 
is hardly 
poBsible 
to 
select 
corn with 
all 
theso choracterintics 
after tho crop is cut. 
It is therefore 
much better to do so before cutting 
the crop. 
If the work is done faith- 
fully overy year the corn will steadily 
improve, 
I now have a strain of yel- 
low flint corn that has such a strong 
tendency to produce ears that I often 
find stalks with five or six ears on 
them. 
Of course, when there are so 
many as this, not more than one or 
two aro of any size. 
Three ears are 
a b o u t all that a stalk can mature un- 
der ordinary circumstances, and two 
ears are better, unless the land is very 
rich. 
In selecting seed corn I should 
choose oars from stalks that produced 
as many ears as can be found. 
There 
is no danger of getting too many. 


One common thing about corn is 
that on poor land the stalk will not 
produce as many ears as on rich land. 
This is a fortunate provision of na- 
ture that provides that corn shall not 
produce more seed than it can bring 
to maturity. 
If, on the other hand, 
you have a strain of corn that has a 
strong tendency to produce ear«, and 
plant it on land made rich enough to 
stand the drain upon it, each stalk 
will produce all the ears it can mature, 
and a larger crop results. 


To get the best results the corn 
should not be planted closer than 
2ix3 feet apart and the stalks one 
foot apart in the rows.—New York 
Tribune. 


rxnciCEN onot^ERA. 


Chicken cholera is a contagious, in- 
£) 
fectious and malignant disease ^ of 
poultry and barnyard fowls, affecting 
any or all of the organs of the diges- 
tive apparatus, and due to a certain 
bacillus, or fungus, which tho birds 
receive either in their food or from 
the droppings of other affected fowls. 


Tho diseaso seems to affect all fowls. 
Some suffer more severely than others, 
but it may saiely bo said that none 
are immune. 
Probably chickens aro 
the most readily affected, and tho dis- 
easo runs in them a severe course. 
The higher bred birds, which aro the 
Minoreas, Light 
Brahmas, 
Barred 
Plymouth Bocks and tho Wyaudottes, 
succumb m o s t readily. A serious mis- 
take of chicken fanciers is in in- 
breeding their stock too closely. 
The 
practice produces birds -which will 
contract any diseaso or ailn^ont J^ 
which poultry are heirs. 
^^^ 


The causes of chicken cholera are 
predisposing, or aro active. 
The pre- 
disposing causes may be said to be ex- 
posure to the disease, doso breeding, 
confinement 
in unheathful houses, 
roup, a continued diet of unspecified 
food, and a lack of exercise. 
While 
the predisposing causes do not of 
themselves 
introduce 
tho 
cholera 
germ into the system, they render the 
fowl so susceptible that it is ready to 
receive and to assimilate any poison. 


The active cause of chicken cholera 
is the introduction of the gorm into 
the system. Tho period of incubation, 
however, varies onsidorably. 
Tho 
common fowl will keep perfectly well 
a long time, whilo tho beautiful Min- 
orca or the Langshan will succumb in 
a few days. 
Once established, tho dis- 
ease runs a rapid course. 


Chicken cholera is most common in 
southern countries, particularly whero 
there is a rainy season, 
The fowls are 
continually penned up, 
or no exerciso, and their food becomes 
damn and musty. 
In winter, in cold 
climates, when tho poultry is housed 
during: a snow storm, their food should 
be buried so that they will get suili- 
cient exercise by scratching for it, and 
it should be scattered about -in clean 
hay or straw. 
With the first symptom 
of cholera the chicken steals oil by 
itself, or remains in the hennery after 
the other chickens have gone out. 
It 
will try to isolate itself completely. If 
food be brought to it it will eat, but it 
will not mingle with the fiock. The 
bird's eyes grow dull and listless ; the 
comb has aduli, purplish tinge, gradu- 
allv becoming gray. 
Tho plumage is 
dull and ruIHed. 
If the fowl be lifted, 
it IS startling to notp .it^ lightness. 
On the second or third day a diarrhcea

begins, which gradually, becomes gray 
in color. 
It is a singular fact that a 
hen ftliectecl with cholera is invariably 
covered with lice. 
Some.writers de- 
clare that chiclceu cholera' is only a 
comlnuation of lice and .indigestion. 


Tho vermin are doubtless a means 
of spreading the contagion, and, as 
the i"owl has not the sti^enRth to resist 
them, they make a combined attack on 
the sick bird. 


The diseaso ivill rua for three or 
four days bei'ore the relief of death. 
In some cases, the diarrhoea will abate 
at the end ot tho second dar, and the 
bird will be on the high road to re- 
covery ; but not until it in i)ractically 
well, will it rejoiu tho flock. Then 
again, the disease may come on more 
quiolily and be more violent. 
During 
an outbreak of cholera it is not un 
common to see the entire llock pei 
fectly woU in tho morning, and at 
least one-fourth o^ the number dead 
by night. 


The treatment of chicken cholera 
must be preventive rather than cura 
tive. 
As soon as a sick bird is discov 
ered it must be removed from the 
flock; or, better still, the healthy 
birds should be removed. 
The chol- 
era germs are likely to be everywhere 
in tho chicken house, and insects are 
the most common carriers. 
When the 
flock has been removed, examine the 
food carefully, and feed only what 
you are sure is the best quality. 
Add 
live drops of cresote, or carbolic acid, 
to one quart of boiled water, and do 
net allow thepouJtry to drink from 
anything but a strictly clean tin, or 
porcelain vessel 
Disinfect the hen- 
nery and the roosts. 


The diseased poultry should 
bo 
placed in houses that are clean, dry, 
light and aro free Irom draughts. 
Cholera is unknown where chiokena 
have the best hygienic Burroundings. 
A small bit of pine tar placed under 
the bird's wings will drive oli the in- 
sects. 
Give the birds nothing but the 
creosote water to drink and boiled 
meal and crushed wheat as food. A 
little crushed onion, or asafoetida, 
that is boiled with the meal and wheat 
will make the food oven more soothing 
to the iriitated bowels.—Poultry Fan- 
cier,

aforesaid, it having first been duly notified, for. 
a space or period of twenty (20) days, then the 
said Burgess and Town Council aro hereby 
authoriMd and omnowerod to remove or replace 
said polo or poles and said wiro or wires as 
aforesaid at tho expeoso of tho said Company, 
or tho said CJompany shall bo subject to a penalty 
of not le-'S than five (5) dollars, not more than 
twenty (20) dollars, or Hoth. or either, at tho op- 
tion o^f the said Burgess or Town Council of tho 
said Borough, to bo rec6vored as similar penal- 
ties aro now by law recoverable. 


SECTION V I I . 
That should Company or per- 
son or persons in tho employ of said Company 
rpfuso or neglect to comply with tho provisions 
ot this ordinance or violate or oiFcnd against any 
ot Us provisions, tho said Oommny shall forfeit 
and pay a fino of not less than tcii (lu) dollars or 
more than .twenty (20) dollars for oach ofTensc 
.jaid fines to be recovered as similar linos aro now 
by law recoverable. 


SKCTION y i l l , 
That tho provisions of this or- 
dinanco shall not go into ofTeot unless the samo 
shall bp accented by tho Board of Directors of 
tho said Adams County Telophono Company 
wuhin one month of the date of tho passage of 
this ordinance; such acceutance to bo ontorod 
Upon their minutes and a duly certified copy bo 
dolivered to tho faid Burgess and Town Council. 


bEOTioN I X . 
That it at tho expiration of one 
(1) year from tho date of tho pansago of this Or- 
dinance tho said Company shall not havo its 
Plant in operation in Now Oxford then all rights 
and privileges hereby granted shall ceaso and bo 
at an ond. 


SECTION X, 
That tho said Adams County Tel- 
ophono Company shall not begin work on any 
pjirt ol Its plant or system in said Borough until 
It, the said Company, shall have first given a
